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1 . On November 9, 2001 , Applicants mailed a Response to Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Application including a Power of Attorney by Assignee. The Power of Attorney requested all 
correspondence be addressed to: Perkins Coie LLP, P.O. Box 2168,Menlo Park, CA 94026. 

2. On January 24, 2002, the Response and associated papers, including the Power of 
Attorney by Assignee, were received in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (JSPTO) 
as evidenced by the stamped postcard receipt, copy enclosed. 

3. On September 1 1 , 2002, the USPTO apparently mailed an Office action. 

4. On March 12, 2003, Examiner Vrettakos, in a telephone interview, informed Applicants 1 
representative that a response to the outstanding Office action mailed September 11, 2002 had 
not been received. 

5. On April 8, 2003, the USPTO mailed a Notice of Abandonment for failure to timely file a 
proper reply. 
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6. On April 24, 2003 Examiner Vrettakos, in a telephone interview, informed Applicants' 
representative that the Power of Attorney by Assignee had not been properly entered for the file 
and the Office action mailed September 1 1 , 2002 was mailed to the Applicant. 

7. It is my understanding that I is the standard policy of Rita Medical Systems to forward 
all mail received from the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) to our office. 

8. I, Jacqueline F. Mahoney, declare and affirm the Office action apparently mailed on 
September 1 1 , 2002 was not received by our office.
